G-E Expanding Nearly 200 Exhibitors To Show $5 Million 
Worth of Equipment In Atlantic City 


Year-Round, 
Home A. C. Lines 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — A 
gradual expansion of its lines of 
year-round air conditioning 
equipment, and a_ stepped-up 
program of promotion of central 
residential air conditioning, was 
described to distributors who 
handle General Electric’s central 
system air conditioning as being 
the key elements in the com- 
pany’s plans for this kind of 
air conditioning equipment in 
1960. 

New products which will be 
available to dealers during the 
1960 selling season, as described 
in talks by C. B. Ramsdell, mar- 
keting manager, and R. D. 
Roley, manager of product plan- 
ning, include a 6-ton conven- 
tional air-cooled central air con- 
ditioning unit, a 2-ton heat 
pump, and a new in-space air 
handling unit with louvers ad- 
justable for 4-way air distribu- 
tion. 

During the year there will be 
further field testing of 714-ton 
and 10-ton refrigeration cycles 
which will probably be used first 
in heat pump units. 

“We will continue with our 
policy of concentrating on the 
production and merchandising 
of units which present the 
greatest volume opportunities, 
but we will be continually ex- 
tending or altering our product 
line to make certain that we 
will cover the largest part of 
the profitable market,” said 
Ramsdell. 

“G-E will definitely continue 
in the heating field, and while 
for the present at least, a 210,- 
000 B.t.u. furnace may be the 
tops in size in our line, we will 
probably add such units as we

Sutton, Discount Chain Agree To Merge; 
Plan To Market Room Air Conditioners 


GARFIELD, N. J.— Stock- 
holders of Two Guys From Har- 
rison, Inc., and O. A. Sutton 
Corp., Inc. will vote at separate 
meetings early next month on 
a proposal to merge the two 
concerns. 

Two Guys is a leading self- 
service discount store chain 
headquartered here. Until last 
year, Sutton had been one of 
the principal manufacturers of 
room and auto air conditioners 
and air circulators. It also made 
central air conditioners, dehu- 
midifiers, and heater fans. 

The name of the merged cor- 
poration would be Vornado, Inc., 
the Sutton trade name. Two 
Guys would be the dominant 
principal, owning 79% of the 
new firm. Herbert Hubschman, 
president of Two Guys, would 
be president and chairman of 
the merged company. 

The 14 retail stores in New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Mary- 
land currently operating under 
the Two Guys From Harrison 
name would continue to do so. 

According to Frederick Zissu, 
vice president and counsel for 
Two Guys, the new company 
would operate essentially as a 
discount house chain with its 
own line of fans and air condi- 
tioners. (It could not be deter- 
mined immediately if the air 
conditioner line would include 


just room units or also central 
systems. ) 

Zissu said the stores would 
continue to carry other lines of 
appliances, and also that the 
manufacturing division would 
offer its products to other retail- 
ers. Another spokesman said a 
final decision has not yet been 
made as to whether the new 
company would use the Sutton

Jan. 1 Now Seen As 
Likely Date for Tax 


Regulation Changes 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
Internal Revenue Service is be- 
lieved shooting for a Jan. 1, 
1960 effective date for the new 
Treasury Dept. regulation gov- 
erning application of the Fed- 
eral excise tax of 10% on all 
room air conditioners and the 
5% tax on household refrigera- 
tors and freezers. 


It is considered unlikely that 
the date will be earlier than 
Jan. 1 or that it will be put off 
until next summer or later. As 
of a recent date, the IRS was 
still considering recommenda- 
tions made recently by industry 
groups to clarify present word- 
ing of the proposed regulation.

Communities Wrestling with Complaints 
OF Noisy Air Conditioners 


UNIVERSITY HEIGHTS, 
Ohio—Objectionable noise from 
air conditioners is getting the 
attention of city officials in two 
Cleveland suburbs, University 
Heights and Shaker Heights. 

University Heights is plan- 
ning a voluntary “be kind to 
your neighbor” campaign to 
urge air conditioner owners to 
be considerate in placing and 
using their units. 

If the campaign fails, Ray- 
mond D. Metzner, director of 
law for the city, says the coun- 
cil stands ready to pass an ordi- 
nance regulating the use of air 
conditioners. 

Shaker Heights has_ been 
studying methods of measuring 
the extent of air conditioner 
noise to determine what is ob- 
jectionable. So far, officials 


have not come up with an 
answer. 

(As reported in the Aug. 31 
issue of the NEWS, page 2, the 
city of Charleston, W. Va. is 
also wrestling with this prob- 
lem.) 

Metzner related that Uni- 
versity Heights is acting after 
many complaints from residents 
that noise from window air con- 
ditioners and compressors was 
annoying them. 

“It is not my intention to 
urge the immediate passage of 
an ordinance but to alert the 
public to the problem before it 
gets too bad,” he declared. 

He suggested that: 

1. Manufacturers produce air 
conditioning equipment that will 
stand completely inside the 
house and be insulated to re-

duce sound effects to a mini- 
mum. 

2. Owners refrain from in- 
stalling window units and com- 
pressors in side windows and 
yards facing their neighbor’s 
house and use _ consideration 
about the hours they run their 
equipment, 

“It would seem to me,” he 
said, “that a room could be suffi- 
ciently cooled off by 11 p.m. so 
that the air conditioner would 
not need to be operated all night 
long.” 

He pointed out that on 40 and 
50-ft. lots, houses may be as 
close as 6 ft. apart and are 
generally 8 to 12 ft. apart. 

If these suggestions fail and 
there is substantial harmful an- 
noyance of residents, Metzner 
warned that the council “will 
have to pass some legislation 
which will regulate the instal- 
lation and operation of air con- 
ditioning equipment just as it 
has done regarding other ob- 
jectionable noises.” 


In Wichita 


Fate of Bus Franchise 
May Hang on Cooling 


WICHITA, Kan.—Air condi- 
tioning will be a factor in the 
decision of the city commis- 
sion here regarding renewal 
of Wichita Bus Co.’s present 
franchise, due to expire next 
June. 

A rival company has prom- 
ised to buy 60 new air condi- 
tioned buses if awarded the 
franchise. 

Spokesmen for the present 
franchise holder, however, have 
told the commissioners the new 
General Motors buses have not 
been thoroughly tested in city 
operations and that the 1,500 
lbs. of air conditioning equip- 
ment on each bus _ represents 
deadweight in winter.

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Pa. Court Upholds Milk Board's Rule 


Fla. Board OK’s Cooling College Dormitories 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — A 
new policy favoring air condi- 
tioning of state university 
dormitories as a move toward 
more efficient year-round use of 
the institutions has been adopt- 
ed by the State Board of Con- 
trol. 

The board approved a request 
for air conditioning the 400-bed 
dormitory to be built at the 
University of South Florida at 
Tampa. 

Proposed by board member S. 
Kendrick Guernsey of Jackson- 
ville, the policy change provides 
that future dormitories at all 
state universities be air condi- 
tioned. None of the existing 
dormitories at the University of 
Florida, Florida State, and 
Florida A. & M. are air condi- 
tioned. 

The request from the new 
University of South Florida was 


also approved by the state cabi- 
net. 

Appearing before the cabinet, 
University President Dr. John 


Allen said that construction of. 


an air conditioned 400-bed dor- 
mitory actually could be built 
at less cost than a standard 
student housing facility. 

He reasoned that air condi- 
tioning of student rooms would 
reduce public area _ require- 
ments by 30 sq. ft. per student, 
saving $156,000 of the $1,300,- 
000 construction cost. 

The air conditioning equip- 
ment would cost $107,000 to in- 
stall, making a net saving of 
$49,000. Original plans called 
only for air conditioning public 
area. 

The cabinet authorized the 
board of control to advertise for 
bids as soon as plans are com- 
pleted. The construction will be 


financed by Federal loans to be 
repaid from student rentals. 

Frank M. Buchanan, board 
member from Miami, said he 
would propose later a study 
which would lead to greater 
year-round use of all state uni- 
versities. It is uneconomical 
with the growth of the state 
and increasing costs of educa- 
tion for the big university 
plants to be idle or only partly 
operated during the summer, he 
said.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. — 
Luquire Heating & Air Condi- 
tioning Co., a new $20,000 cor- 
poration, has just been organ- 
ized here to engage in the sale, 
installation, designing, and serv- 
icing of air conditioning, re- 
frigeration, and ventilation sys- 
tems, and for related services. 


Against Refrigeration Give-aways 


HARRISBURG, Pa.—The 
right of the Pennsylvania Milk 
Control Commission to control 
the rental and prohibit the giv- 
ing or free lending of refrigera- 
tion equipment by dairies to 
their customers was upheld by 
the Pennsylvania Superior Court 
recently. 

The Superior Court reversed 
a previous ruling by the Court 
of Common Pleas of Philadel- 
phia that “the prohibition upon 
the mere giving or lending of 
refrigeration equipment contain- 
ed in Rules of Trade Practices 
A-1 is unreasonable, patently 
beyond the necessities of the 
case, and does not have a real 
and substantial relation to the 
objects sought to be attained.” 

Milk Maid Dairy Products, 


Inc. which admitted that it vio- 
lated the commission’s ruling by 
lending refrigeration equipment 
free of charge to 22 of its whole- 
sale customers, had challenged 
the commission’s rules as invalid 
and illegal. 

The Superior Court found 
that the burden of proving un- 
constitutionality of the commis- 
sion’s ruling was on Milk Maid 
and it had not done so. 

Judge J. Woodside, in his 
opinion, said, “To maintain an 
established price, it is necessary 
to prevent the seller from giving 
to the purchaser anything of 
value related to the sale, which 
is in addition to the product and 
service for which the price was 
established. Only by maintain- 
ing established prices can milk 


control survive.”

He continued: “The storing 
and refrigeration of milk is a 
necessary expense. . . . When 
the store spread was originally 
fixed by the commission . . . one 
of the motivating factors upon 
which the spread was, and is, 
predicated was the cost to the 
store of acquiring refrigeration 
equipment. 

“If the cost of milk refrigera- 
tion in the store is shifted from 
the store owner to the whole- 
saler, it is evident that the store 
owner will make a greater profit 
and the wholesaler a smaller 
profit. 

“Furnishing this equipment 
becomes a device of the whole- 
saler to sell milk below the fixed 
price whether or not it is in- 
tended as such.” 

Judge Woodside noted that 
Milk Maid had admitted lending 
without charge, not 22, but 114 
refrigerators, representing an 
expense of over $45,000. 

“Even if this sum is amortized 
over seven years as suggested 
by the appellee, it is still sub- 
stantial. There are 800 milk 
dealers in Pennsylvania. When 
we consider that some sell 
wholesale to thousands of stores, 
we can see that the cost of 
refrigeration of milk in retail 
establishments involves millions 
of dollars. 

“The commission is neces- 
sarily concerned with this cost 
of refrigeration and who is to 
bear it. 

“Rules relating thereto have 
a real and substantial relation 
to the control of milk prices, 
and it is not unreasonable or 
unduly oppressive to say that 
the retailer and not the whole- 
saler must bear this expense, 
especially when an allowance 
for this expense is given to the 
retailer and not to the whole- 
saler in fixing their prices.” 


Plan Cool High School 


In Irving, Texas 


IRVING, Texas— Plans for 
building what is billed as “the 
first air conditioned public high 
school in Dallas County” were 
announced recently by the Irv- 
ing School Board. 

A board spokesman said the 
new structure will have 160 tons 
of air conditioning equipment. 

The building will have 195,000 
sq. ft. of space, to be added to 
a 22,500-sq. ft. section already 
built. Estimated cost is $2,600,- 


000.

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Fedders Distributor Announces Plan : 
For Allocating Pre-Taxed Room Units 


KIAMESHA LAKE, N. Y.—A 
plan for the allocation of pre- 
taxed room air conditioners was 
unveiled to its dealers here by 
L & P Electric Co., New York 
area distributor of Fedders 
equipment. 

For the first time, a separate 
meeting was held for “Adapto- 
matic” central air conditioning 
dealers. 

L & P hosted a meeting of 
about 500 of its dealers at the 
Concord hotel. The group saw 
the 1960 Fedders line, heard the 
new L & P program, and parti- 
cipated in some _ fun-filled 
“Olympic Games” in the two- 
day gathering. 


Among the elements revealed 
by Louis Lidsky, L & P presi- 
dent, and his staff, was a con- 
tinuation of the minimum profit 
plan introduced by L & P last 
year, but with a greater profit 
margin. 

‘Early Bird’ 

Allocation Is Key 

The key to the 1960 plan is 
an “early bird” allocation pro- 
gram by which a dealer will 
have the opportunity to pur- 
chase only a certain number of 
Fedders air conditioners. Lidsky 
explained that since the expand- 
ed Federal excise tax was due to 
fall soon, dealers would want as 


many of the pre-taxed units as 
possible to realize bigger pro- 
fits during the 1960 season. 

In order to distribute equit- 
ably all units that L & P has 
in inventory and will be able to 
purchase prior to the deadline, 
a schedule indicating how many 
pieces any one dealer may buy 
has been prepared for each deal- 
er based on his 1959 purchases. 
The units that go uncommitted 
will be available to other deal- 
ers. 

Ray Kiernan, L & P room unit 
sales manager, reported to the 
dealer group that the minimum 
pricing plan, which obligated a 
dealer to sell a Fedders unit 


above a set floor price, was 


about 90% effective. “We are 15 


extremely gratified,” he said, 
“since everyone told us that the 
plan would never work at all.” 


Kiernan stated that the mini- 
mum prices had been set to 
allow an even bigger profit or 
margin in 1960 and plans call 
for another increase in 1961. 


In discussing the results of 
the 1959 program, Kiernan re- 
vealed that some 125 dealers 
who had been Fedders dealers 
in 1958 were not given 1959 
franchises. ‘“‘We will be weed- 
ing out some more this year.” 


Incentives Offered 


A number of incentives have 
been devised to encourage early 
purchasing by dealers. A retail- 
er franchised by Dec. 31 will 
receive double trip points for 
all room air conditioners bought 
prior to May 31. Triple points 
will be given for all but 1960 


models purchased before Jan. 


Dealers will also have the op- 
tion of free floor planning or 
cash discounts and either free 
warehousing or a cash allow- 
ance if units are stored on the 
dealer’s premises. 

Another feature of the 
“early bird” program permits a 
dealer to bring a unit back to 
L & P and exchange it for a dif- 
ferent model any time after July 
1. “This,” said Lidsky, “pro- 
tects a retailer against buying 
a model that turns out to be a 
slow mover in his area.”

Martinwas | 
named managing 
director of the 
association by its J. M. Martin 
Executive Committee “after nine 
months of scrutiny of numerous 
executives from throughout the 
United States,” it was pointed 
out. 

He succeeds George Boedden- 
er who has headed the associa- 
tion for nearly 20 years. Martin 
has been with the trade group 
for ten years. For the past three 
years, he has served as assistant 
managing director and assistant 
secretary-treasurer. 


Among other things he has 
been instrumental in creating 
increased industry awareness of 
the military housing market 
(Capehart housing) and he has 
actively participated in the 
preparation and development of 
the Silver Shield Program. 

“For the past several years, 
Martin has also been responsible 
for the association’s Washington 
contacts with government agen- 
cies and the military establish- 
ments.” 

Boeddener, who is _ retiring 
after nearly 20 years of service 
as managing director and secre- 
tary-treasurer of the association, 
has been responsible for increas- 
ing the recognition, membership, 
and activities of the association 
“nearly beyond measurement,” 
President Tom Byrd said. 

During Boeddener’s tenure, 
the announcement noted, the as- 
sociation’s combined membership 
of dealer -contractors, whole- 
salers, and manufacturers has 
been increased from some 150 in 
1940 to 3,000 today. In dollars, 
association activity has risen 
from a $20,000 budget in 1940 
to an operation exceeding one- 
quarter of a million dollars an- 
nually.

It was loaded 
with old acquaintances, all of 
whom speak a species of English, 
and everyone was trying to be 
helpful... 

Much as “Dope” loves and ad- 
mires these people, there were 
several times when he became 
irritable, snappish, and stubborn 
—out of sheer fatigue. 

“NO! I won’t get up at 5:30 
a.m. to drive 500 miles for a 
glimpse of a remarkable view 
... or to walk through your fac- 
tory ... lemme sleep a coupla 
hours, willya? 

“NO!, You can’t hold me re- 
sponsible for the John Foster 
Dulles policy with regard to 
SEATO and sudden-rich natives 
in Bongo-Bongo.” 


(Heckler: “You elected him.” 
Podium retort: “The Hell I did. 
He was appointed. And dammit, 
I couldn't elect anybody”). 


Australians in toto are 
“Dope’s” favorite people. And 
Australia, in his considered 
opinion, is the most promising 
Nation of the Future. 

But we snapped at some of 
Australia’s grand folk occasion- 
ally, because we were so tired. 


Excessive fatigue breeds irri- 
tability. Q.E.D. Moral of this dia- 
tribe: Next time we invite a pub- 
lic guest over here, give him a 
chance to rest and recuperate 
between appearances and cere- 
monies. 

The human physique and 
psyche can take only so much. 


Kokky’K’ 


Speaking of insults and 
Khrushchev, we think it unfair 
to charge that “he can dish it 
out but can’t take it,” or that 
he is too easily insulted. Com- 
rade K was handicapped from 
the moment of his arrival by 
several brushed-off factors: 

1. The language barrier. What 
was said to him, and what he 
said, had to be interpreted. Both 
he and we were somewhat con- 
fused as a result. 

2. Fear of the unknown. Any 
tourist who arrives in a strange 
land for the first time is some- 
what fearful, even if subcon- 
sciously. In Khrushchev’s case 
this fear-of-the-unexpected was 
magnified horrifically by aware- 
ness that he might be assassi- 
nated at any moment.

His fatigue mounted and multi- 
plied. Even a mythical Super- 
man would have blown his stack 
occasionally during a physique- 
trial like that.

Where Can | Get Training? 


Months after completion of 
our “Report on Education,” the 
NEWS is receiving letters week- 
ly from readers who want spe- 
cific information relative to ob- 
taining training or positions in 
the heating-cooling industry. All 
these letters have in common 
certain basic questions to which 
answers may be generalized for 
guidance of others wanting the 
same kind of information. 

First: ‘Where can I get train- 
ing?” “Can you recommend a 
school in this city?” “Please give 
me the names of companies 
which train men on the job.” 

For several reasons, the 
NEWS will normally not recom- 


mend specific schools. Instead, , 


we suggest you first decide the 
level of training you desire— 
servicemen, technician, engineer. 
Then call on your local Board of 
Education to see what is avail- 
able in public institutions. The 
B of E will refer you to any col- 
leges offering the desired 
courses; they will usually be 
aware of trade school offerings 
in heating and refrigeration— 
especially within the school sys- 
tem. 

Next, check the yellow pages 
of the telephone directory for 
schools and training courses. 
These listings will contain at 
least the most important private- 
ly owned trade schools and insti- 
tutes. Call or write the schools 
which interest you, giving your 
background and your goals. 

Call two or three of the lead- 
ing heating-cooling contractors 
in the city for any recommenda- 
tions they may have. 

If nothing is available in the 
city, visit the public library and 
ask to see their directories of 
colleges, technical institutes, and 
vocational schools. These direc- 
tories list all such institutions 
by state and they usually give 
adequate information on cur- 
ricula. 

While there are companies

which train men on the job, ap- 
plication for employment goes 
through normal channels; such 
companies prefer people with at 
least a talking knowledge of the 
industry. 

If you are employed and wish 
to continue your present work 
while you train, consider a cor- 
respondence course. Again, use 
the library for a list of available 
courses. The completion of such 
a course puts you in a more 
favorable position when you seek 
further training in a company 
program. 

When it comes to getting a 
job in the refrigeration industry, 
there are several things to con- 


sider. First—as in the case of 
choosing a school—are you aim- 
ing at becoming a serviceman, a 
shop man, a technician, or an 
engineer? 

If you've finished a course at 
a college or technical institute, 
the school usually provides leads 
and arranges interviews with 
prospective employers. If you 
must go it alone in obtaining 
a job as a serviceman, there may 
be the union situation to con- 
sider. 

To obtain employment in most 
larger service companies, one 
must belong to the union, usu- 
ally a unit of the plumbing or 
pipefitting local of the United 
Association. In such cases, there 
is an apprenticeship to serve, 
there are courses to take. Call 
the UA for information on the 
job situation. 

Many smaller companies oper- 
ate non-union, and there is em- 
ployment to be found with such

businesses. As a rule, however, 
the small companies are family 
owned and controlled and the be- 
ginner does not have the secur- 
ity of union -contracted wages 
and fringe benefits. Against this 
must be weighed the relatively 
greater freedom of operation and 
movement offered to the new- 
comer by the smaller firm. 


Some beginners have success 
doing a little work on their own, 
part time, till they get the feel 
of the job and can offer an em- 
ployer some experience. Or they 
may choose to go into the work 
full time fo rthemselves. 

It is impossible to give specific 
answers to questions about 
wages, since these will vary 
locally, with the experience of 
the worker, and sometimes with 
the season. 

There is no “best” area of the 
country to find heating-cooling 
employment. While the South 
may have more air conditioning

in homes, the North has its large 
air conditioned buildings. Both 
areas have their commercial and 
industrial refrigeration. And all 
parts of the country report a 
need for high caliber service 
help.

Sees Construction at 
$55 Billion In 1960 


NEW YORK CITY—USS. con- 
struction expenditures will reach 
a record total of more than $55 
billion in 1960, the professional 
building magazine Architectural 
Forum said recently. 

“Although this may be only 
1.5% above 1959,” Forum re- 
ported in its annual building 
forecast, ‘it is more impressive 
than it looks, for 1959 will be 
an exceptionally big year.” 

Construction expenditures this 
year will probably reach $54.9 
billion—a jump of 11.8% above 


1958, three-and-one-half times 
the average increase of the past 
few years and more than twice 
the most optimistic predictions. 
The leveling off of total con- 
struction next year, Forum said, 
will result mainly from the same 
factors which swelled the 1959 
volume—but in reverse. A de- 
cline in house building during 
1960 seems “inevitable,” and 
highway construction will do 
well to hold its own. At the same 
time, there will be off-setting 
gains in the construction of non- 
residential buildings of all kinds. 
Private construction is ex- 
pected to gain more in 1960 than 
publicly financed construction, 
reversing a recent trend. This 
trend saw public construction 
increase eightfold from 1946 to 
a projected $16.4 billion in 1960, 
private construction only four- 
fold to $39.3 billion. Next year 
public construction will be up 
only 144%, private almost 2%.

There is no doubt about it. 


In recent years the responsibilities of American 
management have multiplied tenfold, and the areas 
in which decisions must be made are expanding with 
every passing day. 

For example. just this morning our purchasing 
agent came to my office with a problem that, at 
first glance, seemed to be exclusively within his 
jurisdiction. Yet, as he talked and explained the 
situation, I could see where our policy committee 
was going to be forced into establishing procedure 
in an entirely new area. Briefly, here is the problem 
Jim Harkness laid in my lap. In the past several 
months, Jim said, various of our product managers 
have been requesting purchasing to buy foreign- 
made components to be used in the production 
operations carried out in their departments. These 
products, Jim went on, were somewhat cheaper 
than similar products made in the United States. 
Of course, the product managers were looking only 
at costs and were not considering such things as 
service and quality. 

Also, Jim said, the purchasing of these imported 
products was presenting new problems to him as

purchasing agent—problems that he sincerely felt 
should be answered by top management. 


’ 


Problem number one, he said, showed up when one 
of our long-time suppliers said that if he continued 
to lose our business because of our purchase of a 
foreign-made competitive line, he had no other 
alternative than to shut down several machines and 
lay off their operators. This, Jim felt, could be the 
beginning of a vicious circle—the laid off men 
would curtail their buying and even though small 
at the present time, if the same thing happened to 
others of our suppliers, and in other segments of 
industry, the resulting ripples could turn into waves 
which would be felt throughout our entire economy. 
He also pointed out that, in his opinion, the pur- 
chase of imported goods had serious ramifications 
in other areas. The foreign manufacturer contrib- 
uted absolutely nothing to the United States in 
return for his orders—he paid no property or 
corporate taxes, wasn’t bothered by State levies and 
didn’t have to pay personal income tax on his 
profits. As far as he could see, Jim said, the only 
result was that the rest of us would have to pay 
higher taxes all around in order to subsidize the 
foreign manufacturer. 


Jim also declared that he felt imports damaged us 
in still another way. Not only do they represent 
the loss of domestic markets—high import figures 
also indicate the loss of export markets, As an 
example of this, he explained that U.S. brass mills 
formerly did a large export business. Today they 
have lost the export business and suffer seriously 
from imports. The total loss in this industry is, 
therefore, the loss of exports plus imports, 


It was these conclusions, Jim said, that had brought 
him to my office. When his actions as purchasing 
agent began to have such far reaching consequences 
he felt that management should assume some of the 
added responsibility. 


Since Jim left, I’ve been thinking of the things he 
said—and | think he’s right. I'm going to recom- 
mend that our policy committee establish a buying 
procedure stating that we as a company will place 
our requirements for our United States operations 
with American sources in all cases where U.S. 
products are available. | cannot see how we can 
afford to do otherwise.

Defrosting (1) 


“When in doubt, increase the 
number of defrosts’” seems to 
be a rule of the trade, complain 
more than one food market op- 
erator in describing the service 
he gets on his equipment. 


Defrosting of commercial dis- 
play cases is a major problem 
in the industry, a problem af- 
fected by case design, location 
in the store, geographical loca- 
tion, air conditioning or not in 
the store, temperature of prod- 
uct when loaded, amount of 


coolers and storage freezers. 


One major manufacturer is 
even considering assigning the 
general problem to an industrial 
research firm in the hope that 
some entirely new concept in 
defrosting can be found. 


It has been experimentally 
proved that “under normal con- 
ditions” a typical frozen food 
open top display cabinet em- 
ploying a finned evaporator coil 
with forced air circulation will 
collect from 1 to 2 Ibs. of frost 


per day.

“Under abnormal conditions 
where circulated air is constant- 
ly disturbed by store drafts 
and external air, these weights 
can increase as much as 100%,” 
states the report which offers 
the above figures. 


Uncontrolled frosting is the 
chief cause of coil “bog-down”— 
a point which may be reached 
in a couple days or a couple 
weeks depending on conditions. 

Describing this process of 
frost build-up, one manufac- 
turer explains, “If the defrost 
period is just a little short of 
the proper time, each time the 
case goes on defrost a small 


amount of water or slush will 
not drain from the coil and this 
in turn will be frozen to the coil 
on the next refrigeration cycle. 
The next time the coil goes on 
defrost, the ice that formed 
from the previous defrost will 
only partially melt and then 
build up to a greater amount on 
the next refrigeration cycle. 
This process will continue over 
a period of time until there is 
enough ice accumulation on the 
coil to begin affecting case tem- 
perature.” 


Confronted with this common 
condition, or anything which 


resembles it, many servicemen 
throw on another defrost period. 
This in spite of the fact that 
manufacturers are unanimous in 
warning that such a practice 
aggravates the situation. “The 
only answer to this problem,” 
states one bulletin, “is a longer 
defrost period, not adding to the 
number of defrosts.” 


Mfr. Recommendations 
Often Need Adjustment 


Each manufacturer recom- 
mends the number and length of 
defrost for its fixtures. The 
recommendations hold for aver-

need adjustment or alteration in 
specific circumstances. Authori- 
tative information is available 
from the manufacturers relative 
to the principles to follow in 
making such alterations. 

Table I gives one manufac- 
turer’s defrost recommenda- 
tions. 

Electric defrost is used in the 
frozen food and ice cream cases, 
is optional in others. Like many 
manufacturers, this producer 
uses a “double defrost” in its 
ice cream fixtures—a term sig- 
nifying the use of double watt- 
age in the elements for more 
rapid defrost than is possible 
or necessary for frozen food 
fixtures. 

Along with the fact that dif- 
ferent coils are normally used 
in frozen food and ice cream 
cases, this difference in defrost 
characteristic makes it unwise 
to attempt storage of ice cream 
in frozen food fixtures. 

All of the several methods of 
defrosting must give considera- 
tion to the maximum tempera- 
ture which may be allowed in 
the case during defrost. Thus, 
ice cream fixtures operating 
with a -40° coil must maintain 
a fixture temperature of -20° to 
-10°. Frozen food fixtures, oper- 
ating with a -30° evaporator, 
must hold the fixture between 
-10° and zero. Meat cases main- 
tain 28°-30° with a coil at about 
8°, and fresh vegetable and 
dairy cases hold 36°-40°, with 
the coil at 12°. 

Fixture and product tempera- 
tures must not rise above these 
values for any _ considerable 
time; therefore, the criticalness 
of the defrost system and its 
control. 

There are several ways to 
classify the varied defrost meth- 
ods used in commercial refrig- 
eration. An arbitrary classifica- 
tion will serve our purposes: 
1) natural defrost, 2) hot gas 
defrost, 3) water or brine de- 
frost, 4) electric defrost.

Natural Defrost Method 


In the natural defrost method, 
the unit is merely permitted to 
remain on off-cycle until defrost 
is accomplished; no external 
heat is applied. Taking the 
longest time of the several de- 


frost methods, natural defrost is, 


limited in application to fixtures 
with holding temperatures above 
28°. 


Hot Gas Defrost 


Hot gas defrost is applied 
primarily to larger storage cool- 
ers and freezers and to some 
self-contained equipment. Basi- 
cally, it operates by by-passing 
some hot gas from the head of 
the compressor through the 
evaporator. Because the heat is 
applied to the coil from the in- 
side, defrosting is rapid, and ice 
may fall in chunks into the 
drain pan, a fact which makes 
drain heaters necessary to as- 
sure complete elimination of ice 
and water. 

Fast and inexpensive, hot gas 
defrosting has_ several basic 
weaknesses which are in part 
overcome by commercial meth- 
ods of control of the tempera-

Many confuse hot gas defrost 
with the newer technique of re- 
verse cycle defrosting. In re- 
verse cycle defrosting, the eva- 
porator is momentarily made 


once decidely different from tak- 
ing some gas off the head of the 
compressor as is done in hot 
gas defrosting. 


There have been some labora- 
tory and field tests of reverse 
cycle defrosting on commercial 
refrigeration cases, and one 
manufacturer has marketed 
self-contained cases using the

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Some Modern Touches In a Dealer Operation 


Whether or not the claim of 
Frymire Engineering Co. of 
Dallas that it sells and installs 
more residential air conditioning 
systems than any other dealer 
anywhere is valid is not impor- 
tant to or the reason for the 
series of articles that starts in 
this issue. 


Frymire has applied modern 
business techniques and prac- 
tices in the sale, engineering, 
installation, and servicing of air 
conditioning systems. While the 
firm does much of its business 
with large multi-unit operators 
in residential and commercial,

What is important is that can be applied by any dealer. 


PERIODIC MEETINGS with the construction and service crews are held under the 


direction of the shop superintendent, for morale and instruction purposes. There are 
also social get-togethers about once a month for the shop personnel, and at 
regularly scheduled intervals representatives of suppliers set up meetings in which 
technical talks and demonstrations are given. ‘We feel that good training increases 
our productivity as well as serving to reduce customer frowns,’ 


says a Frymire official. 


OCCUPIED within the past year by Frymire Engineering are these new quarters in 

the Highland Industrial Park in Greater Dallas. The building provides 8,000 sq. ft., 

with 6,500 of that being devoted to shop and warehouse. The company is served by 

two railroads, with a spur line adjoining the rear of the property. The radio 

antenna which rises above the building permits the firm to operate on its own 

assigned radio frequency. Office space is air conditioned the year round by a 
heat pump. 


’ AN ENGINEERING drafting room is considered by 
executives of Frymire Engineering Co. to be an essential 
part of its physical facilities. In the background the 
senior draftsman for the company operates the firm's 
own blue print machine. Not only does this save money 
on blue prints, but it makes possible 5 minute service 
instead of the one to five hour service which can be 
obtained from an outside firm. The filing cabinets at 
the far end of the room hold blue print and tracing 
records of Frymire’s installations dating back 36 months. 


AN ICE-CUBE MAKER “that was inherited 
and gathering dust’’ was spotted in the 
warehouse, and one of the executives 
said “why not put it into service to pro- 
vide ice for our construction crews.” 
This was done and the installation crews, 
who often work in attic spaces where the 
temperatures are in excess of 120°, carry 
the ice with them in buckets. “The benefits 
derived from the use of this are under- 
standably intangible,” says a Frymire offi- 
cial, “but | strongly suspect that it has 
served as a morale builder for our crews.”

A TWO-MAN radio dispatch team directs 
the activities of the Frymire servicemen, 
who service only the installations made 
by the company.

Both 
Ramsdell and Roley emphasized 
that increased attention will be 
given to getting reaction from 
distributors and dealers as to 
the type of units needed to best 
meet current market conditions. 

With respect to a warranty 
policy on its central system air 
conditioning equipment, Rams- 
dell indicated that G-E will be 
guided in part by reactions from 
its dealers and users, and to 
some extent by what competi- 
tion does.

Lack of Aggressive 
Merchandising Cited 


Probably the biggest stum- 

bling block to greater sales of 
central residential air condition- 
ing systems continues to be the 
failure of distributors and deal- 
ers to merchandise aggressively, 
declared J. J. Heffernan, man- 
ager, advertising and sales pro- 
motion. 
Heffernan pointed to the fol- 
lowing figures to back up this 
statement: surveys have shown 
that of all dealers handling resi- 
dential air conditioning, less 
than 10% hire salesmen or ad- 
vertise. In G-E’s own sales 
organization, some 20% of its 
distributors have never used the 
cooperative advertising plans 
and funds available to them. 
Some 50% of the dealers have 
never used any kind of mass 
advertising media, and over 
70% have never used direct 
mail. 


‘New Home Builders To 


Be Used for Promotion 


In its effort to correct this, 
said Heffernan, G-E has planned 
a program that will attempt to 
get dealers to promote the sale 
of central systems every month 
of the year. A major element in 
the promotion program at the 
retail level will be an attempt to 
use the new home builder and 
his model homes as a “natural” 
showcase for the promotion of 
central systems. 

“Take a look at the builder,” 
advised Heffernan, “as a mer- 
chant of new ideas and concepts 
in homes. Look what he has 
done for the plumbing industry, 
for the carpeting field, for the 
glass industry, and for modern 
kitchens. The builder can do the 
same thing for air conditioning, 
if we work with him in the right 
way.” 

To get the builder to provide 
the “showcase” for air condi- 
tioning, the air conditioning 
dealer will get the best support 
for his project if he helps the 
builder to sell his homes. 

“We're inclined to think of 
the builder in terms of the 
1,000-home project operator 
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who has his own advertising

Dealer Weaknesses, Cures 
For Them Listed 


What are some of the weak- 
nesses of the air conditioning 
dealer which have resulted in 
this poor showing, and what 
steps can the dealer and his dis- 
tributor take to remedy this 
situation? In discussions pre- 
sented by W. A. Mulcock, man- 
ager, sales, and W. G. Cox, man- 
ager, marketing services, these 
points were made:

In October of last year, 
the company was authorized by 
stockholders to sell assets 
necessary to retire bank notes 
and to dispose of such other as- 
sets as was deemed advisable. 

Between Dec. 1, 1958, and 
June 12, 1959, Sutton property 
sales reportedly included assets, 
carried on its books at $1,300,- 
000, of its automotive air condi- 
tioning division for $775,000; 
machinery and equipment for 
$229,000; inventories for $552,- 
000; and its A. C. Motor Div. 
for about $1,000,000.

units, a number of minor 
changes and refinements that do 
affect servicing are incorporated 
in 1959 production. 

There are two  under-dash 
units in the 1959 line — the 
“Monitor” and “Suburban’— 
and a trunk system. Fig. 1 
shows the Suburban evaporator 
case. In some cars both a Moni- 
tor and trunk unit are employed. 

Compressor: The York A-209 
compressor is employed with 
1959 Mark IV units installed on 
most 1959 and 1958 model cars, 
while the Tecumseh HH com- 
pressor is used on some earlier 
model cars. 

A magnetic clutch is standard 
on all 1959 Mark IV units, but 
it is used only to turn the sys- 
tem on or off, not to control 
temperature. (Note wiring dia- 
grams in Figs. 2 and 3.)

Detroit Better Heating & Cooling Bureau 
Opens Fall Campaign with Strong Message 


By George M. Hanning 


DETROIT—Better Heating & 
Cooling Bureau of Detroit has 
opened a fall campaign of adver- 
tising and publicity with a 
strong message alerting the 
public to the dangers of im- 
properly installed home heating 
systems. 

The bureau, formed a year 
ago by a group of warm air 
heating contractors concerned 
about failing public confidence 
in their industry, has conducted 
a vigorous campaign on several 
fronts to upgrade the quality of 
warm air heating installations 
in this area. 

The advertising campaign is 
the latest in a series of efforts 


that have included investigating, 


customer complaints about 
warm air heating systems; 

Soliciting the cooperation of 
local heating inspectors to make 
uniform inspections by helping 
them to recognize poor instal- 
lation practices; 

Starting instructional clinics 
on good installation practices 
for heating contractors; 

Offering aid to the local Fed- 
eral Housing Administration 
office in speeding the o.k. of 
plans ; 

By appealing to individual 
contractors to improve the qaul- 
ity of their work; and 

By working for the adoption 
of a residential warm air heat- 
ing code that would cover the 
air distribution system as well 
as the furnace itself. 

First full-page advertisment 
in a metropolitan newspaper 
warned the reader that “your 
health—even your life may be 
endangered by an improperly 
installed heating system.” 

The advertisement included

I like to sleep 
with an air conditioner run- 
ning. The sound lulls me to 
sleep.

such situations and to prevent 
more of this sort of thing in 
the future, the BHCB has in- 
stituted its program of advice 
to the new home owner and the 
buyer of replacement warm air 
heating, plus a practical system 
of voluntary discipline among 
its members who are the leading 
warm air heating and cooling 
contractors in the Detroit area.” 

The advertisement offers the 
public free planning service on 
heating systems and a free 
booklet was prepared for the 
bureau with the cooperation 
of the Minneapolis - Honeywell 
Regulator Co. 

Already the advertisement 
and a previous newspaper story 


on the same subject are show- 
ing good results, according to 
George Asher, BHCB executive 
secretary. Requests for the 
booklet are piling up and con- 
sideration is now being given to 
a schedule of radio spots to 
publicize the campaign and offer 
the free booklet. 

Follow up newspaper adver- 
tisements have been designed to 
keep the campaign rolling into 
the winter months. 

Effectiveness of the bureau’s 
efforts are illustrated in a re- 
cent instance. In two cases 
where homeowners have sought 
legal redress for _ ineffective 
heating systems against a re- 
luctant heating contractor, the 
bureau has acted as expert wit- 
ness. 

After an informal hearing be- 
fore a representative of the 
state corporations and securities 
commission, the contractor 
agreed to remedy his installa- 
tions by carrying out changes 
recommended by the bureau.
